Serious damage may be caused if

tion chamber. The burning glycer- 
ne will form a sticky gum-like 
mass that will cause the valves to 
stick and under certain conditions 
t may cause the pistons to stick 
n the cylinders. 
“The ^motorist who will take the 
proper precautions to put his car 
into the necessary mechanical con­ 
dition should have no trouble with 
this freeze proof solution. To pre­ 
pare for winter, drain The cooling 
•system, and rinse thoroughly with 
running water to 
insure the re­ 
moval cf all sediment. This is best 
Ione by letting w ater run into the 
radiator from a hose while the en­ 
gine is running and the drain cock 
is open. 
In this way the motorist 
cleanses the cylinder block as well 
as the radiator.

all connections are tight, and that

Should a new gasket be necessary,
